Sewer hookup, local need 
primary issues in IMG hearing

Last Wednesday's long awaited 
state hearing on the Wilmington 
Arboretum Apartments project was 
relatively quiet in terms of 
controversy and heated debate 
This first of several hearings 
before the state Housing Appeals 
Committee (HAC) served to 
introduce members to the proposal 
and to Investors Management 
Group (IMG), which is proposing 
the 192 unit condominium complex 
off Ballardvale Street. 

The IMG project was denied a 
comprehensive permit last summer 
by the Wilmington Board of 
Appeals. Under Chapter 774, IMG 
had the option of appealing that 
decision before HAC Chairman 
Murray Corman and his committee 
in hopes that they will overturn the 
local decision. 

On Wednesday, the case was 
argued by IMG's Andrew Hier, an 
attorney with Csaplar and Bok, and 
Wilmington Town Counsel Alan 
Aluman. Both men said they would 
be focusing on two main issues 
whether HAC has jurisdiction over 
the Wilmington Water and Sewer 
Commission and whether the 
project is consistent with local 
needs. 

Under Chapter 774, HAC is given 
jurisdiction over local boards and 
can overturn their decisions. One 
of the more controversial aspects ot 
the case is that the water and sewer 
commissioners told IMG they 
couldn't tie in to the western loop 
of the sewer system, because it 
didn’t go along with their master 
plan. Commissioners said IMG 
could tie in to the eastern loop, but 
since this reportedly hasn't been 
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built yet, IMG would have to pay 
the full cost, making the whole 
project uneconomic in their view 

Hier claimed, at the hearing, the 
commission is a local board 
nswerable to the board of 
selectmen, Altman contended that 
the commission is an independent 
board given its authority by special 
acts of legislation dating back to 
1926 and 1958. 

On the issue of local need, Hier 
claimed Wilmington has a need for 
housing for elderly and low to 
moderate income families. Hier 
asked IMG President Phillip Sloane 
to review the reasons why the 
Ballardvale Street site was chosen 
for affordable housing. Sloane said 
it was considered buildable, acces. 
sible, least Objectionable to the 
community, least expensive in 
terms of construction costs, and 
possessing a natural barrier in 
terms of mature foliage. Altman 
had some lighter comments of his 
own. 

"I object (to the question) on 
relevancy. He's going to make a 
pile of money; we all know tha 
he said. 

Altman, in turn, argued that the 
project was not consistent with 
local needs and there were some 
problems with the site. He pointed 


to "major traffic implications” with 
only one access road, health and 
safety issues, wetland concerns, and 
“major” sewer problems with the 
site. 

Altman was backed by earlier 
comments by Rep. James Miceli, 
who told Corman "there are serious 
issues that make this an area not 
suitable for development.” Miceli 
went a step further When he added 
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Wilmington is a town "that is trying 
to do something about the 
(affordable housing) problem, 
maybe for the first time” and this 
should be taken into consideration. 

During the first hour of the 
hearing, Altman made a motion to 
dismiss because abutters allegedly 
weren't given adequate notice that 
the proposal was changed from the 
original 204 unit garden style 
apartment plan to a 192 unit condo 
project under the HOP program 
Corman said he would take the 
motion under advisement. The rest 
of the four hour hearing was 
devoted to some background on the 
Proposal and the appeals board 
decision and Sloane's association 
with IMG and his view of the 
Project. 


Sloane maintained that "we don't 
enjoy what we are doing right 
now,” adding "we certainly have a 
great deal of respect for the 
community and a great deal of 
respect for the abutters.” 

Throughout the lengthy, well 
attended proceedings, eleven 
exhibits were introduced by Hier. 
These included a copy of the permit 
application, an aerial photo of the 
site dated 1981, a purchase and 
sales agreement, and a site plan. 
Several of thé exhibits were met 
with specific objections by Altman, 
who later told the Town Crier 
“we're going to win this on the law 
or we're not going to win it on the 
law.” 

‘The next hearing date has been set 
for Thursday, February 11 at 10 
a.m, At that time, those present are 
expected to walk the site. 
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Gillis will not 
seek relection

Dan Gillis, a long time member 
of the Wilmington Housing Au- 
thority, announced last week he 
will not seek re-election in April's 
town election. He added he also 
Plans to step down as a member of 
the Affordable Housing Task 
Force. 

A number of factors contributed 
to the sudden decision, said Gillis. 
He told the Town Crier it was time 
to let others take over the struggle 
to find housing for low to moderate 
income families, first time home- 
buyers, and the elderly. Gillis also 
expressed "disgust" with the lick of 
foresight of some officials who he 
claims are delaying projects which 
might immediately resolve part of 
Wilmington's affordable housing 
problems. One such project which 
Gillis brought to the attention of 
both of his boards was the 75 
duplexes proposed for the border 
of Woburn and Wilmington on 
town owned land. 

Gillis said, too, he is upset with 
the direction in which the town is 
now moving and with developers 
who end up “destroying” older 
homes like the Webber place to 
make way for new construction. He 
said he was also concerned with the 
fate of the condominium projects 
proposed under Chapter 774. Gillis 
has long been outspoken against 
increasing density when neighbors 
are against the proposals and they 
place a drain on town resources. He 
has always been a strong supporter 
of good zoning, which he said is 
"the most precious thing this town 
has.” 

To date, the only person who has 
taken out papers for Gillis’ seat on 
the housing authority is Hopkins 
Street resident Lester Chisholm.

Consultant's report calls for housing diversity

A need for diversity in 
Wilmington's housing stock seemed 
to be one of the key findings of the 
town's housing consultants as they 
Teported back to the Affordable 
Housing Task Force last Thursday. 

After touring the town, Robert 
Gatineau of Connery Associates 
and Rolf Goetze and Lynn Leab of 
Community Opportunities Group 
Thc. came up with an overview of 
the town's composition and its 
needs, They felt that in many 
instances, the town's zoning bylaws 
and other regulations 
“unreasonably” restrict the 
expansion of housing and 
“unreasonably” adds to residential 
development costs. 

Though, at times, discussion was 
heated, especially on the zoning 
issue, task force members for the 
most part listened attentively to the 
consultants’ conclusions. 

Goetze referred to Wilmington as 
a “uniquely” single family town 
which is "choking" on traffic and 
running out of buildable land. It 
was concluded that there has been 
"a conscious effort" in the past to 
restrict the type and number of 
homes in town and that zoning such 
as R60 has “eaten up” alot of town 
land. 

Some members vehemently 
disagreed with the last conclusion, 
saying many homes fall under R20 
zoning and there are grandfathered 
lots which are smaller. Former 
selectman Rocco DePasquale 
pointed out that many residents 
favor a “rural, quiet community" 
and less dense developments 
throughout town. 

Another conclusion concerned 
Wilmington's needs. The 
consultants said those needs are 
changing as homeowners move into 
the over 50's age bracket and 
family size decreases. Goetze said 


they didn't see much evidence of 
where older residents fit in town. 
He said as children move away, 
homes have more room and this 
fact might fit into affordable 
housing plans. He also pointed out 
that step-up homes for first time 
homebuyers, like condominiums, 
are “conspicuously” missing in 
Wilmington. 

Leab added that the character of a 
community is not only derived 
from homes but the people who live 
in them. She said Wilmington may 
lose the character it really wants if 
it doesn't intervene and keep 
families with children in town. In 
the months ahead, the consultants 
said they plan to focus on ways to 
bring more diversity to the town's 
housing stock. 

“I think your assessment of the 
town’s housing stock is right on. 
There is no diversity-none,” agreed 
task force chairman Jim Stewart. 

DePasquale explained that 
Wilmington has a tax base divided 
between the residential Sector and 
industry and the resources drawn 
from the town are alot different 
than from other communities. He 
added when a block of voters wied 
to limit further residential growth 
at town meeting and succeeded, this 
led to the present problem with the 
comprehensive permit process, 

Goetze said the solution lies in 
reviewing housing options that 
have worked in other towns. He 
said by doing its own planning, the 
town won't be forced to accept 
something that won't work for 
Wilmington, 

Gatineau made several 
observations. He said many new 
homes in Wilmington seem to be 
“almost palaces” compared to 
existing homes and most 
subdivision roads are wider than 
standard and appear to be “airport 
runways.” He said communities 


Planners, town engineer 
review subdivision rules

The Wilmington Planning Board 
reviewed ways members had 
tightened up certain practices with 
new Town Engineer Harold Gil- 
lam, who paid a visit to the board 
Tuesday night. On hand, also, was 
new board member John Garrette. 
Chairman Carole Hamilton 
explained there had been some 
problem with developers coming in 
mid-review to take back submitted 
plans in order to make adjustments 
or revisions. This practice, she 
maintained, made it difficult for the 
coordinator to keep track of plans 
and caused members to review 
plans over and over again. The 
Practice, she added, has for the 
most part stopped. Gillam said 
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instead of letting developers take 
back plans, they should be required 
to submit a sheet showing any 
revisions. These revisions could 
then be noted on the original plan. 

Hamilton said the board had also 
tightened up the bonding process a 
developer has to go through and 
members have put the onus on 
developers to estimate costs and 
submit them to the board. 

Members agreed with Gillam 
when he said that, from now on, if a 
Subdivision plan is submitted with 
missing information, he will be 
“tempted to send it back" to the 
developer. Hamilton said she 
herself would prefer this appraoch. 

In other business, the board 
unanimously approved the Mill 
Road Estates definitive subdivision 
with conditions, even though 
members denied several waiver 
Tequests and said they were unsure 
if computations had been reviewed 
by Fay, Spofford, and Thorndike 
or if revisions were made to the 
plan. They also had no decision on 
the plan from the Wilmington 
Board of Health. 

Members also reviewed the site 
plans for the Treetops Nursing 
Home proposed for West Street and 
for an office space and parking area 
off Andover Street. 
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which have met with success with 
condominiums have put them in 
areas that don't affect residential 
neighborhoods. 

When Gatineau claimed that 
Wilmington was restricting 
residential growth beyond what is 
being done in six neighboring 
towns through zoning, subdivision 
regulations, and limiting certain 


types of housing, some members 
took strong exception to. his 
comments and tried to correct his 
impressions, 

At their next meeting, task force 
members will discuss several 
housing options which could be 
adopted in Wilmington. These are 
outlined in a report on affordable 
housing techniques. 


Industrial road planned 
behind Tew-Mac airport

A proposed industrial road was 
brought before the Tewksbury 
Planning Board for discussion last 
week, and a few eyebrows were 
raised when the ramifications of the 
road were understood. 

The proposed road will start at 
the intersection of East and Maple 
Streets, near Strongwater Brook, 
and run for roughly one half mile 
to a parcel owned by the Hupper 
family, owners of Tew-Mac Air- 
Port. The road would follow an 
abandoned railroad bed now on the 
site, 

Earl Hupper went before the 
town's planning board to outline 
the proposal for the road and for a 
future development. 

The road is planned to end at a 
35-acre tract of land, owned by 
Hupper, and located behind Tew- 
Mac Airport. The road, Hupper 
said, would give him 400 feet of 
frontage for building purposes, but 
would have no effect on the 80 
acres now taken up by the airport. 

At the end of the planned road is a 
12.7 acre parcel of heavy industrial 
land owned by Maurice McCarthy, 
according to the assessor's maps. 
Beyond the McCarthy land is the 
Indian Ridge condo development, 
but the road is only planned as far 
as the Hupper property. The road 
will pass within 200 feet of the 
Martha Avenue cul-de-sac. 

“Obviously, the board's concern 
is ‘What are we opening up here?" 
asked Planning Director Charles 
Frederiksen. 

Hupper told the board that he 
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currently intends to put just a single 
building on the parcel, most likely a 
contractor's building and supply 
business, Hupper agreed that future 
development could be proposed for 
the 35-acre parcel, but he said he 
has no firm plans for the property. 

According to Hupper, the land 
for the roadbed is owned by the 
McCarthy Realty Trust, and that a 
deal has been struck for ownership 
in exchange for building the road. 
Hupper said the land would not be 
given over unless he was willing to 
construct the road. 

Hupper told the board that the a 
sewer line is available to service the 
Property, and that wells can supply 
any water needed. 

“Ican have a well in there in a 
week," he said. "I have excellent 
water in there." 

At the moment, the planned road 
is now a dirt road running through 
the cornfields off Maple Street, on 
the south side of Strongwater 
Brook. 

The planning board review was 
only a casual discussion, however, 
and additional plans will be needed 
in the future if the road proposal 
goes ahead.

JUNIOR'S TAX 
RETURN 

More youngsters will be filing tax 
returns this year -- and paying 
more taxes. Filing is mandatory if 
investment income is more than 
$500, or total income is more than 
$2,540. And a youngster can no 
longer claim a personal exemption 
if he or she can be claimed as a 
dependent on someone else's 
return. 

Junior's standard deduction is 
limited to $500 or the amount of 
earned income up to $2,540, 
whichever is more. It gets sticky if 
Junior works AND has investment 
income: there's a deduction against 
eamed income only, and nothing 
against investment income. 

Investment income over $1,000 
for children under 14 will be taxes 
at the parent's higher rate. There's 
another form (Form 8615) to fill 
out for that. Parent$ will have to 
add the youngster’s income to their 
‘own taxable income, compute the 
total tax, subtract their own tax, 
and THEN compute the youngster's 
tax on earned income pius and tax 
due on unearned income under 
$1,000.

Bob Dole wants to be President of the United States. And 
if it weren't for the fact that a sitting vice-president wanted 
the same job at the same time, Dole would already have the 
nomination in his hands, on the merits of his simple, 
mid-western humor alone. 

At a gathering in Winchester on Sunday evening, Dole 
Spent more time chatting about his wife Elizabeth than his 
gctiet rival for the republican nomination, Vice-President 
* George Bush. And when you come right down to it, Dole 


was at his best on Sunday with his one liners. That's where 


his strength is, because through his humor he proves he's 
the most human of the Republican bunch. 

When he met this writer, Dole immediately gave the 
impression that he had just finished another long day on the 
New England campaign trail.

"The American people are looking for someone that 
works hard and tells the truth", said Dole, and "if you're 
looking for someone who's made a difference and been on 
the firing line, I'm your man". 

Dole's been on the firing line quite literally. Having been 
seriously wounded in combat during World War II, Dole 
spent numerous months in rehabilitation, and still has 
difficulty in the simple task of buttoning his dress shirt 
each day. But his spirit wasn't permanently damaged. At 
the Jenks Senior Center in Winchester, Dole told a largely 
elderly group Sunday night that, "I never thought much 
about disabled people. You never think about those things 
until it happens to you". 

As to the issues of the '88 Campaign, the Senate Minority 
Leader echoed the Reagan Agenda of lowering the deficit 
through means other than raising taxes. "I don't get too 
many letters asking me to raise taxes", said Dole, "and if 1 
did, I'd refer the writers to a psychiatrist." 

And proving he's more of a conservative than his 
republican rivals want to admit, Dole touched upon

public housing, a freeze on federal spending, creating 
line-item veto power for the President, and moral 
leadership as the key to the war against drugs. 

But Dole was at his best when he got back to his 
humorous instincts.

Home water treatment: the good and the bad

Not long ago, I received a 
telephone call from a gentleman 
who was so concemed about my 
health that he offered to test my tap 
water for free. Unaccustomed to 
such benevolence over the tele- 
phone, I was thirsting for more 
information. He informed me that 
there were contaminants in my 
drinking water. 

Having a more than casual 
interest in the town's water quality, 
I quizzed him further. To my 
surprise, I learned that the water in 
Wilmington and surrounding towns 
was "contaminated" by sodium and 
iron. When he was told that sodium 
and iron are not considered 
contaminants, he dropped the 
bombshell - "There is other junk in 
the water.” I could see that he was 
now trying to confuse me with 
technical jargon! Undaunted, I 
continued on. Additional probing 
indicated that he was interested in 
selling me a home filter to remove 
all the "junk" from the water. 
When he became frustrated by 
further questioning, he issued an 
ultimatum - was I interested in a 
filter - yes or no? When I tried to 
ask another question, all I got as a 
dial tone. 

Maybe he wasn't really that 
interested in my health after all. 

This is a classic example of the 
unscrupulous behavior used by 
some firms to sell home water 
filters. Similar techniques are used 
on television. For example, one 
advertisement shows a mother

upon the fears and anxieties of 
homeowners. As a result, several 
states including New York and 
California, have adopted legislation 
regulating firms that sell home 
filters. Perhaps similar regulations 
are needed in Massachusetts to 
Control these charlatans. 

Not all companies resort to such 
tactics. There are reputable firms 
that sell quality products by 
knowledgeable sales people. They 
recommend the appropriate filter 
to correct a particular problem. 

From the public health perspec- 
tive, the most effective way to 
Protect the greatest number of 
people is via a central municipal 
treatment system. They are 
appropriate, however, for private 
wells if there is a question about 
quality. 

Home treatment systems can be 
located to treat all the water 
entering a house or located at the 
kitchen sink to treat just the 
drinking water. There are several 
common types - carbon filters, ion 
exchangers (water softeners), 
reverse osmosis and distillation. 
You can spend $25 or $2,500. 

Some homeowners who are on a 
municipal system may want to use a 
home filter for aesthetic reasons. 
Unfortunately, they"ignore the 
filter once it is installed and do not 
undertake regular maintenance. 
They wait until the flow is reduced 
due to Parsing before changing or

League of Women Voters looks at 
Wilmington Redevelopment Authority 


This is the third in a series of 
articles presented by the 
Wilmington League of Women 
Voters in an effort to familiarize 
the public with the function and 
responsibilities of our town 
officials. 

The culmination of this effort 
will be a public "Meet Your Town 
Officials” reception to be held in 
the spring. This reception will give 
citizens the opportunity to discuss 
issues of interest or concern with 
town officials in an informal 
setting. 


The Wilmington Redevelopment 
Authority (WRA), is an agency 
created by Chapter 121B of the 
Massachusetts Statutes which is 
known as the Housing Authority 
and Redevelopment Authority 
enabling legislation 

The WRA Board is comprised of 
five members, four of whom are 
elected to five year terms on a 
rotating basis. The fifth member is 
appointed by the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. The members of the 
WRA are not paid for their service 
and generally are not prohibited 


from’ holding other elective or 
appointive positions. 

The primary function of the 
authority at present includes the 
continued monitoring of the Jewel 
Park Renewal Project and as 
delineated by the Town Meeting of 
1985 - "Also, for the purpose of the 
clearance of the substandard, 
decadent or open blighted areas: 
engaging in land assembly and 
redevelopment of an urban renewal 
Project” or projects with regard to 
the area commonly referred to as 
the "38-129 corridor.” 


While meeting times may change 
to accommodate changing condi- 
tions, the WRA generally meets on 
the second Thursday’ of each month 
in the Chamber of Commerce 
office at 11 Middlesex Ave. Issues 
are decided by vote of the 
Authority members at public 
meetings which have been properly 
advertised as such and at which a 
quorum is present. Certain special 
votes by the WRA relating to 
Urban Renewal Plan or project 
approval and other such matters 
must be preceded by a public 
hearing as required by statute.

Six to test for police chief 


There will be six officers taking a 
promotional exam for the position 
of Tewksbury Chief of Police, 

« according to civil service. 

Christine Kent, director of local 
government services for the state 
civil service system, said six police 
lieutenants have asked to take the 
chief's exam on February 6. Kent 
also said an exam for deputy chief 
will be given on the same day, but 
the filing deadline for the deputy 
chief's exam is this Friday, January 
22, at the close of business. 

A new police chief will be needed 
as of April 2, the date when Police 
Chief John Sullivan turns in his 
badge. Sullivan, a 36-year veteran 
of the Tewksbury force, announced 
his retirement intentions to the 
board of selectmen’last week. 

According to Director Kent, the 
chief's exam process works as 
follows: 

The promotional exam for chief 
was opened only to permanent 
police lieutenants who have been 
certified for one year or more, The 
filing deadline was Jan. 8, and Kent 


said six applicants have filed to take 
the test. 

Test scores, she said, will be sent 
back to the applicants, who then 
have 17 days to appeal any of the 
grades. A cutoff scorc for the test 
will later be established by the civil 
service's selection bureau, she said, 
and a list of the top three can- 
didates, in the order of their test 
results, will be forwarded to the 
town for final approval once the 
vacancy for chief is certified. 

Since the vacancy in the Tewks- 
bury police chief position is known 
in advance, she said, is not 
unusual to have an eligibility list 
made up in advance. 

The promotional exams will be 
held in the Tewksbury Memorial 
High School library on February 6, 
from 8:30 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

And once the eligil

David Cressman will then have to 
decide who will become Tewks- 
bury’s next chief of police.

Health data book 
available from state 


Massachusetts residents are living 
longer, divorcing each other less, 
and having fewer babies than 
people in other states. 

‘That information, and more, is 
available in a new booklet publish- 
ed by the Massachusetts Public 
Health Department's Health Statis- 
tics and Research Division. The 
report reveals how the Common- 
wealth stands in leading causes of 
death, population uerids and many 
other categories over a 45-year 
period. 

“As the old year passes and anew 
one begins, it is appropriate to look 
at the landmarks in our lives, And 
that's exactly what this publication 
does,” said Public Health Commis- 
sioner Deborah Prothrow-Stith, 

"Collecting data on sickness, 
death and the vital events in 
people's lives, has always been an 
important mission of the Public 
Health Department. Such informa- 
tion is invaluable in health re- 
search. It is equally important that 
the information be available to the 
public in an easy-to-read form.” 

The 16-page publication, titled 
"Selected Demographic and Health 
Characteristics," covers the time 
period from 1940 to 1985. An 
overview of a variety of statistics, it 
is presented in a graphic form that 
is quickly read and easy to grasp. 

According to Daniel J. Friedman, 
Director of Health Statistics and 
Research Division, the statistics

have always been available to any- 
one who wanted or needed them. 

“What is new about this booklet,” 
said Friedman, "is the format.” 

“For the first time we've presen- 
ted the information in a way that is 
helpful for people who don't work 
with raw statistics on a day-to-day 
basis,” said Friedman. 

“It's the kind of booklet we hope 
will be useful for people who need 
to see a tfend quickly and easily, 
such as city or town health officers, 
city planners or other policy- 
makers,” he said. 

A glance at one graph in the book 
shows that a baby born in 
Massachusetts in 1980 can expect to 
live to be 75 years old. Another 
graph reveals that the six leading 
causes of death nationally - heart 
disease, cancer, stroke, accidents, 
pneumonia/influenza, and chronic 
obstructive pulmonary disease - 
were the same in Massachusetts as 
other states. Other areas of 
informatioan include: population 
distribution by age, numbers of 
births to unmarried parents, age- 
specific birth rates, marriage and 
divorce rates, and numbers of 
suicides.

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Access an issue for subdivision

Proponents of the Whitefield Elm 
Village subdivision proposed for 
Andover Street came before the 
Wilmington Planning Board Tues- 
day night to discuss the access road 
to the property and other issues 
which had been raised by the town's 
consulting engineers. 

Fay, Spofford, and Thorndike 
said they prefer to change the 
entrance to allow for a 200 foot site 
distance when cars travel along 
Andover Street at 30 mph. Other 
alternatives presented for the 
board's consideration included 
either a 150 foot site distance at the 
entrance or a 125 foot site distance, 
After some discussion, board 
members asked proponents to 
provide at least a 150 foot site 
distance, 

Developer Dan Fonzi of Danco 
Development Corp. suggested, in 
the interests of safety, to raise both 
the entrance and a portion of 
Andover Sweet five feet and widen 
a part of Andover Street as well to 
24 feet. He said this would increase 
site distance, reduce the grade, and 
make it easier to get out and flow 
with the traffic. It would also mean 
a meeting with the Town Engineer 
and DPW Supt. Bob Palmer to go 
over the plan and a possible 
meeting with Reading Light since 
that company's power easement is 
on the property. 

“It makes sense; it's good 
planning. We can really make this a 
nice entrance,” Fonzi maintained. 

Another concem of Fay, Spof- 
ford, and Thorndike was raised. 
This was the angle off Andover 
Street as cars enter the project. The 
engineers had suggested proponents 
alter the entrance island slightly so 
it appears there's a 60 degree angle. 


The board went along with FST's 
recommendation. 

Danco's engineer, Janet Bernardo 
of Allen, Demurjian, Major, and 
Nitsche  Inc,asked the board to 
answer a number of questions she 
had on the project. These included 


requests from two abutters for 
access to Andover Street through 
the subdivision, and concerns on 
such things as percolation tests, 
granite curbs, trees, drainage pipes, 
power easement requirements, and 
guard rails. During the discussion

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seven-period day

Wilmington High School students 
will be following a seven period 
day instead of the current eight 
period, five day cycle when they 
begin school next September. This 
was the decision reached by a 
majority of school committeemen 
at their meeting last Wednesday. 

The.consensus of the committee 
and high school administrators was 
that this was the best approach 
considering the decline in pupil 
enrollments and the small 
teacher-student ratios evident this 
year. 

According to WHS Principal Paul 
Fleming, who explained he had 
spent over two years researching 
the change at the request of the 
superintendent of schools, there are 
several advantages to the plan. With 
a seven period day, he said, 
approximately seven minutes of 
instruction time will be added to 
each class. The plan will also 
reduce the number of study halls, 
afford an opportunity to decrease 
the time teachers spendgon 
administrative tasks, and let 
students amuss 128 credits for 
graduation, 

Not everyone was in favor of the 
change. Shirley Callan voted 


against it when she was told it will 
increase the average student - 
teacher ratio from one teacher for 
every 12 students to one teacher for 
every 18 students. 

“I'd rather have smaller classes 
because most of the students need 
more time, not less," she said. 
Callan added she prefers more 
individualized instruction, especial- 
ly for students in lower level 
classes. 

Most members, however, agreed 
with Michael (Doc) Thomas, who 
felt "the students have everything to 
gain here.” 

“Professionally, this is a must,” 
said Bridget Zukas, who said her 
mind was made up after viewing 
the ratios of each class at the high 
school. 

It was pointed out that the decline 
in WHS enrollment from 1300 
students to a projected 711 next 
year will also lead to some teacher 
terminations at the secondary level. 
Zukas said she felt the whole issue 
was best brought up in January to 
give teachers enough preparation 
for what lies ahead. 

"It's the direct approach; it's the 
honest approach; it's the only way 
to go,” she said.

Wilmington's only Olympian: 


Bronze Medalist Jeanne Ashworth 


In a few weeks the Olympic 
Winter Events will be taking place 
in Calgary, in Canada. There will 
be many events, and many 
contestants, from all over the 
world, 

One of the events will be speed 
skating, both for men and for 
women, It will be a good bet that, 
among the spectators will be 
Jeanne Ashworth, formerly of 
Wilmington. 

Where Jeanne lives now is 
unknown, but she left Wilmington 
in the fall of 1963, to live in Lake 
Placid, N.Y. Lake Placid was the 
United States capital. of speed 
skating. 

Jeanne is still fondly remembered 
by a few Wilmington residents. She 
was the only Wilmington resident 
ever to compete in the Olympics, 
and the first American. woman to 
win an Olympic medal is speed 
skating. She held the title of North 
American Women's Champion for 
many years, in both indoor and 
outdoor competition. 

Her parents lived at 117 Church 
St. Jeanne took up skating on her 
own, learning to skite on a small 
pond off Lowell Street, a pond 
which was across the street from, 
her father's candy store, Raymond 
Ashworth ran an ice cream store 
where Stelios Restaurant is today. 
He then built a small store which is 
now Maple Meadow Gardens. 

Tt was about that time that Carl 
"Bucky" Backman of Chestnut 
Street started teaching the neigh- 
bors’ youngsters how to skate. 
Jeanne soon became one of Carl's 
pupils and as the youngsters 
improved a Wilmington Skating 
Club was formed. It hired the old 
South School from the town, and 
made a skating rink in back which 
was exactly the same size as the 
Boston Garden skating rink. 

There were probably three or 
four dozen members of the

evening, and all day Saturday and 
Sunday, during the cold weather, 
the Skating Club rink would be 
filled with aspiring speedsters. 
Besides Jeanne, there were Janet 
Backman, Jeff Williamson, Mike 
Weinberg, Jr. and his sister Nancy. 
-The Boston Daily Record spon- 
sored speed skating contests as an 
annual event, in the Boston Garden. 
Hundreds of children would be 
present, from many parts of the 
state. From Wilmington came 
hundreds of spectators. There were 
special trains from Wilmington and 
one Sunday, on one of those trains, 
there were over 1100 passengers 

Jeanne was good. There was no 
denying it. It soon got to the 
condition where she had to compete 
with girls who were older than she. 
By the time she was 14 she could 
compete only with girls who were 
16 or older. 

There was a one mile race which 
the spectators never forgot. 

One mile, at the Boston Garden, 
was 16 laps around the rink. The 
rule was that if any skater slipped 
during the first time around, 
everyone stopped, and there would 
be anew start. 

Somebody, not Jeanne, slipped in 
that first lap. Jeanne stopped, and 
then realized that no one else had 
stopped, 

When she started again, she was 
one lap behind the rest of the 
contestants. In the next 15 laps for 
those contestants, Jeanne covered 
16 laps. She was just behind the girl 
who first crossed the line! 

If that race had been for one mile 
and three yards Jeanne would have 
won. She lived speed skating. 

Her mother or her father would 
take her up to the Shawsheen River 
in the Andover - Tewksbury area 
for speed skating in the winter. She 
would skate for miles, on the 
smooth ice -- sometimes all night 
long. 

Jeanne was a girl who could not 
be kept out of the Olympics. She 


worked at it for some years, It was 
a tough competition. 

The January 2, 1964 Town Crier 
had a headline, in letters over one 
inch high - "Jeanne breaks Olympic 
record.” 

In tials at Colorado Springs, 
Colorado, she had broken the 
women's speed record for S00 
meters. She did the distance in 44.4 
seconds. She was one half of a 
second better than was Helga Hasse 
of East Germany. 

Four years previously, Jeanne 
had come in at third place, in the 
Olympic Speed Skating for 1960, 
and had won the bronze medal 

Of course, in that day, the girls 
she had to defeat were the Russians. 

Jeanne was quoted, in a front page 
story in the New York Times. "I 
just had to beat a Russian.” 

There were many Russian women 
contestants, who crossed the finish 
line after Jeanne.

points out that his company, which 
provides a full variety of machines, 
supplies, and services necessary in 
shoe production, among other 
things, has achieved " a fair degree 
of stabilization in recent years.” It 
also has a strong customer base and 
a reputation for quality that dates 
back to its small ‘beginnings in 
1899. 

Kunkel refers to USM as “a 
forerunner of any progressive 
thing that was ever done” in the 
industry. Sidney Winslow is 
credited with founding the 
company, which was comprised of 
three smaller firms, each making 
one kind of machine needed in shoe 
production. 

Those in charge soon established 
a foreign department and an 
experimental ‘department. With 
these visionary moves, USM 
reportedly became one of the first 
three international companies ever 
formed and one of only 10 
companies in America With a 
research department. Inventors in 
this department provided a 
continuing wealth of new products 
and machines. 

USM moved into its 93 acre 
complex in Beverly in 1903 and 
became known to residents as 
simply "The Shoe.” The Shoe began 
hiring thousands of laborers, many

of them immigrants, to build its 
mammoth reinforced-concrete 
buildings. Many of these same 
people stayed on to work in the 
sprawling factory buildings. 

“It was a thriving business," said 
Kunkel, adding that at its peak in 
the 1940's, USM employed 5,000 
workers. 

"Actually, the company was a 
way of life,” explains Kunkel, It 
had its own country club which 
later became the Beverly Golf and 
Tennis Club. It had its own 
semi-pro baseball team, which 
drew employees to Sunday after- 
noon games. USM, too, had its own 
yacht club, theater group, hospital, 
fire department, band, gas station, 
immigrant school, and company 
store. 

United Shoe was recognized in 
Fortune magazine as being ahead of 
its time in employee benefits. For 
instance, the company had one of 
the first medical plans in existence 
and offered numerous recreational 
benefits as well. The Beverly plant 
was viewed as a model of what a 
healthful, efficient factory environ- 
ment should be. 

Much of company life between 
1900 and 1926 was preserved in 
approximately 5,000 to 10,000 
glass negatives. The rare negatives 
offer infinitely detailed pictures of 
employees; early machines; dances, 
concerts, and other social activities; 
and the plant itself, which sits on 
Beverly's Bass River. . The 
collection also shows a mail carrier 
on roller skates, further proof of 
the expanse of the facility. 

In an effort to share the 
company's history with others and 
to prevent any loss during the move 
to Wilmington, Kunkel contacted 
the Boston Museum of Science to 
see if they were interested in the 
collection of glass negatives. 
Though it was deemed too large for 
that museum, Washington's Smith- 
sonian Institute sent two historians 
to take not only the negatives but 
old company journals, payrolls, 
and accounts as well. These had all 
been organized and indexed by 
USM history buff Clark Goodchild, 
who retired in 1982. 

A total of 111 crates in all were 
sent to the Smithsonian for a future 
display, says Kunkel, Four other 
local museums, including the Essex 
Museum in Salem, also shared in 
the wealth of historical records. 

In 1911, the company began a 
long history of anti-trust litigation 
which culminated with the 
divestiture of part of the company's 
machinery assets in 1971. 

During the early years, USM 
reportedly paid its employees the 
highest average wages in the nation 
and commercialized some 39 new 
machines. Between 1899 and 1960,

nearly 800 new and improved shoe 
machines and patented more than 
9,000 inventions in a variety of 
areas. 

The company was eventually 
bought by the Emhart Corporation 
in 1976 and sold, a year ago, to 
United Machinery Group of 
Leicester, England. 

It was obvious that the company 
had to keep up with new tech- 
nology. In 1972, the Microproces- 
sor Controlled Stitcher was 
introduced by United Shoe. This 
invention helped pioneer the switch 
from heavy machinery to micro- 
processing technology. Kunkel 
explains the new technology makes 
the work go faster, is more cost 
effective, and, at the same time, 
turns out a quality shoe. In the past, 
for instance, 20 cowboy boots 
could be tumed out a day. With the 
new stitching machine, an 
unlimited number of boots can be 
produced in a day. 

Today, using a CAD/CAM system 
to create programs for United 
Shoe's Micronic stitchers, a design 
idea for a shoe can be tried out 
without the expense of creating 
sample shoes. Other machines, like 
the Powder Reinforcing Machine 
and the Microfolder for folding 
leather under the shoe's toe, are 
also part of USM's line. 

Kunkel explains the company has 
also branched out into the area of 
cutting presses. USM makes the 
machines and sells them to related 
automotive, foam and leather, and 
apparel industries to use in cutting 
out forms and shapes. This area is 
currently seen as "a strong growth 
area” for the company. 

Clearly, USM has come a long 
way from the McKay Copeland 
Lasting Machine and the old 
fashioned pegging machine which 
gleam in glass cases in their new 
home on Research Drive in 
Wilmington. 

Clearly, too, United Shoe Ma- 
chinery Corp is making giant 
strides toward the Twenty-First 
Century thanks, in part, to its 
historical past, its willingness to 
move in new directions, its 
dedicated employees, and the 
optimism expressed by men such as 
Robert Kunkel and President Kevin 
Cochrane.

Inpact of stock crash 


Bob O'Connor, Vice President at 
First Bank, with two branch offices 
in Tewksbury, stated that during 
January many Greater’ Lowell 
employees will be realizing for the 
first time that the 1987 stock crash 
was not just "someone else's 
problem.” That is because they will 
soon be receiving their 1987 
year-end statements for their 
retirement programs.

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Fashion fights freezing 


by Bill Confon 

‘Tis the season for ice fishing, but 
it takes something away from the 
sport when it also becomes the 
Season for frostbite, hypothermia 
and misery, How you dress for an 
ice-fishing sojourn makes all the 
difference in whether or not you 
enjoy your day in the winter sun. 

So, let's run through: a set of 
proper ice-fishing apparel. For 
convenience sake, we'll start from 
the bottom and work our way up, to 
see what the wise old ice angler is 
wearing. 

Creepers -- these strap-on ice 
cleats are purely optional, but 
you'll thank yourself for having 
them if the ice is as slick as greased 
marble. My lower back feels like a 
Marine Corps parade ground after 
a day of fighting to stand upright, 
but creepers can change all that. 

Boots -- Sorels. If you're going 
to stand in frozen slush up to your 
ankles all day, you'd better have the 
best boots possible. If your feet are 
cold, you're cold, and the whole 
day will be full of cussing-and 
snarls. Don't ever skimp on your 
boots ... buy the best. I like Sorels. 

Outerwear -- The two types of 
“main” outerwear are snowmobile 
suits and a two-piece pants-and-coat 
combo. While snowmobile suits are 
certainly warm enough for a bitter 
day on the ice, I find them to be a 
bit TOO warm for sunny days. 
And slipping out of a snowmobile 
suit can leave you underdressed, so 
Talways stick with 

Pants -- My favorites are heavy 
wool pants for milder days, and 
nylon ski coveralls for days that are 
either sloppy or howlingly cold 
Cotton long johns or a set of the 
miracle britches are standard, of 
course. 

Coat -- Make mine a military 
arctic parka, or else a standard G.l. 
field jacket for bluebird days. Both 
are warm in the extreme, with lots 
of pockets for those loose articles 
that make life bearable, like a flask 
of brandy. Under the coat, I like a 
‘T-shirt, flannel shirt and a sweater, 
all three, so I can strip off whatever 
layers I need to feel comfy in any 
temperature.

Gloves -- Always buy the 
heaviest duty items you Can find, 
since gloves take an awful beating 
while ice-fishing. Better yet, go 
with mittens, since they're easier to 
strip off quickly when its time to 
haul in a fish. Also try to make sure 
your hand-armor is’ waterproofed, 
since wet cold is ten times worse 
than dry cold. And wet you'll get! 

Sunglasses -- Absolutely! When 
the sun beats down from above, 
then reflects back up from the 
surface of the ice, you'll discover 
how much energy it takes to squint 
all day. Get the darkest glasses you 
can find, then keep looking for 
darker ones. I once saw an ice 
angler wearing a set of welders’ 
goggles, and he seemed to have no 
problem with the super-dark glass. 

Scarf -- It's a judgement call. If 
your coat doesn’t seal at the neck, 
an old scarf can carry the day. It's 
up to you. 


Hat -- Your body is like a 
Thermos bottle. If you leave the 
cap off, whatever's inside will get 
very cold, very quickly. Ice fishing 
folks habitually wear the ugliest 
headgear on Earth, but all of it is 
warm and functional. Start with a 
close-weave knit cap, but once you 
find the ideal hat you'll fight to the 
death to keep it. My prize ice hat is 
an Air Force B-9B flight helmet. It 
makes me look like a Chinese 
border guard, but oh man is it ever 
warm! And ugly too! I love it. 

Other -- A few additional pieces 
of gear can make or break your 
day. Chap Stick, for example is 
required. Sun and wind will turn 
your lips into boot leather if you 
don't treat them right, so always 
carry a tube of lip balm. On a sunny 
day, you might also want to bring 
along a bottle of sun screen for 
your nose and cheeks. The air may 
be cold, but the sunshine isn't 

A pocket hand-warmer is close to 
cheating, but you won't feel that 
way once you pull your hands out 
of the frigid water. It's difficult to 
fight a fish wearing gloves, so it's 
the norm to strip off your gloves 
and battle your prize bare-fisted. 
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Once the fight is done; though, 
you'll soon learn what a wind chill 
factor really means. 

That about covers it. If you can 
complete the above list, you'll be as 
warm as possible, no matter how 
nasty the weather gets. I've fished 
in some pretty horrendous weather, 
and not once has the cold forced me 
off the ice. In fact, winter is my 
favorite season, and all because | 
dress for the cold: 

If you prepare adequately for the 
winter weater, you'll have a whole 
new season open up for you. 

‘And ice fishing is a sure cure for 
cabin fever! Enjoy! 


~ Tackle Box — 


Ice fishing derbies are popping up 
all over the place, and here are the 
results from the first event of the 
season. The Merrimack Valley Bass 
Masters took over Long Pond in 
Tyngsboro last Sunday, with 237 
anglers signing up to drown their 
shiners, Quite a nice tumout! The 
weather was perfect, by the way, 
with temperatures in the high 30s 
and just enough cloud cover to keep 
the Sun from blinding everyone. A 
lovely day indeed. 

First place and $200 went to 
Mark Boutin of Tyngsboro for a 
4-pound-10 ounce pickerel. Prizes 
were given for the five heaviest 
bass or pickerel, no difference, and 
trophies went to all five winners as 
well. Second place also went for a 
pickerel, with Bill Smith of 
Tyngsboro hauling in a 4-pound- 
even specimen for $150. 

Bass filled the last three spots, 
with Pete Semenchuk of Dracut 
taking third place and $100 for a 
3-pound-8 bass; Pat Germain of

A town that really loves its library!

Real estate agents use its 
existence and location to charm 
clients. Residents bring out-of- 
town guests to the building to 
show it off. And on winter 
weeknights, there’s standing 
room only inside. 

“Everyone who walks in here 
for the first time mentions how 
pleasant and comfortable it is,"’ 
says Susan Flannery, director 
of one of the most popular 
places in town, the Reading 
Public Library. “Right now we 
have over 16,000 card holders, 
almost three-quarters of the 
Reading population. Twenty- 
four groups meet here 
regularly, and sometimes in one 
day we circulate 1000 books.” 

The library has been at its 
present location, a former 
school, since 1984. The spirit 
and enthusiasm engendered by 
the move to that new location 
are evident today throughout 
the town. Much more than a 
building in which books are 
housed, the Reading Public 
Library has become the heart of 
the community — its programs 
attract entire families, 
radiating a love for the library 
and reading into almost every 
home, 

Stories about the move and 
the way it was handled speak 
volumes about the reasons for 
this ongoing: relationship 
Flannery speaks proudly of the 
community effort involved, an 
effort which has won awards for 
everything from the logo 
designed for the new building to 
outstanding public relations. 


Austin Preparatory School in 
Reading concluded a year-long 
celebration of the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of its founding at a 


“More than 1000 volunteers 
helped move the library,” says 
Flannery. “They used 2000 
boxes and 4000 grocery bags. 
They consumed over 2000 
donuts. Everything was 
donated."* 

The highlight oft that event 
was the human chain of 
volunteers from ages two and a 
half to 75 who moved 80,000 
books in record time. Three 
hundred school children gave 
up a day of February vacation 
to move 20,000 books in two 
hours in grocery bags stamped 
“handle with enthusiasm,” 
saving the town $20,000. 

“Initially, there wasn’t 
enough money to complete the 
library,” says Flannery. “But 
that turned out to be one of the 
best things that ever happened 
It forced the trustees and 


community to seek other 
sources of funding — in- 
dividuals, businesses, clubs, 


and organizations. It gave all of 
them, in effect, a piece of the 
pie. It made them feel this was 
their library, and that's not an 
easy feeling to engender.”’ 
“That feeling has carried 
over,” she says, “We continue 
to get small donations from 
individuals and community 
groups. The money raised 
privately allowed the library to 
buy beautiful furnishings which 
greatly enhance the ambience."’ 
None of the clientele come to 
borrow videos — there aren't 
any. Relatively few come for 
the records, tapes or “talking 
books.” They flock there in 
droves for the reading material 
and the atmosphere. “In this

The thinking has 
always been that children make 
too much noise; therefore, if 
you put them in the basement 
they don’t have to go through 
much space to get there and 
they don't disturb real people. 
“In this case, the structural 
requirements to support the 
weight of books are more than 
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this building could support,” 
she continues, ‘so the decision 
was made to put most of the

to put the children’s room on the 
second floor. ‘In fact, that was 
a stroke of genius,’’ says 
Flannery. “As a result, we 
probably have the nicest 
children's room I have ever 


large windows and the airiness 
of the space. 

“Certainly, if you want to 
make a beautiful space in a 
library, you want to make it for 
kids,” she says. “It’s an im- 
pression they'll have for the rest 
of their lives. We should do our 
best marketing and our best 
selling to kids. It’s really im- 
portant that they have a 
beautiful, joyful space so they 
understand that libraries are 
fun, welcoming, pleasant places 
to be. A lot of libraries are 
starting to look at us and 
emulate us.”” 

Absolutely in tune with the 
new building are the inspired 
programs the whole staff turns 
out year after year. Amazing as 
they are, the statistics are only 
surface indications of the 
flourishing programs behind 
them. More than 1000 children 
and young teens participated in 
this year’s summer reading 


7 
club — including 38 percent of 


Reading’s elementary school 
population. July and August 
marked a 21 percent increase in 
circulation over the same 
period last summer. At times 
during that period, the daily 
circulation reached an ex- 
traordinary 1200 books. 

In June, “‘Readasaurus Rex" 
visited all 60 elementary classes 
in town, children's librarian 
Corinne Fisher and crew 
working their annual magic into 
every possible variation on 
dinosaur. A tar pit, a dinosaur 
painted on the library parking 
lot, and 100-percent genuine 
450,000,000 year old fossils given 
out as rewards for every 15 
books read were part of the 
theme. This summer, the 
children’s circulation was 


of the libraty. “In most 
libraries, it hovers around 25 
percent," says Flannery. 
“That's a dramatic statistic for 
us in terms of looking at where 
we're Boing to spend our 
money.” 

This summer's. “Reading 
Raffle,” the first program for 
middie schoolers, attracted 
almost 100 of “a very hard 
group to reach.” More than 50 
middle school kids participated 
in the library’s first cultural 
trip for their age group, the 
opening night performance of 
“The Big River” in Boston. 

The relationship between 
library and school is excellent 
also. Last year’s “Art of the 
Book” grant bought dozens of 
speakers, authors, illustrators, 
and poets to both; the recently 
awarded “Literature Alive” 
grant, another joint venture, is 
similar. Class visits — students 
to library and librarians to 
schools — during September 
and October were up 54 percent 

Programs for the whole 
family pack the place also. In 
November, a Friday night 
program wiith the “West of the 
Moon" storytellers drew about 
250 people. Waiting lists made 
the story hours never before 
offered in December and 
January a necessity this year; 
the five new hours for tvo-year- 
olds are full and going strong. 

“As a result of a grant two 

years ago, we started buying a

have difficulty reading,” says 
Flannery, “We've also in- 
troduced a monthly coffee hour 
for senior citizens which has 
just exceeded everybody's 
expectations. We have a full 
house every month.” 

Then there are the summer 
circulations to commuters at 
the Reading depot; the monthly 
newsletters in regular and large 
print; the computer network 
offering immediate access to 
more than one million titles; 
“The Sixth Grader’s Guide to 
the Library” in conjunction 
with a field trip there and 
gimmicks like certificates for 
free reserves and overdues to 
entice middle schoolers to 
bridge the gap between the 
children’s and adult collections. 

“I've worked in a lot of 
libraries but there has never 
been the kind of feeling there is 
here,” says Flannery. “People 
think of other libraries as public 
institutions, not as theirs per- 
sonally, and that’s the big 
difference. The people in 
Reading always want to do 
things for us — lovely things 
happen here. The Garden Club 
wants to decorate the library. 
Jack Cairl and Barbara Mellin 
donated the profits from their 
book on the town forest to the 
library. Claire Friedman 
donated a wooden dollhouse 
with furniture to the picture 
book room. 

“That never happened in 
other communities where I 
worked,"’ she continues. “We 
get a lot of memorial gifts also. 
Things dribble in from all 
corners of the universe to this 
library — because le do 
feel so closely identified with 
ae 

The biggest problem at the 
Reading Library is the too 
frequent standing room only 
with the crowd’s accompanying 
low “roar” and so many 
“‘embarrassingly’’ empty 
shelves during the summer. 
Both proud and troubled by 
these situations, the staff has, 
with humor, launched “all quiet 
on the reference front,” a 
campaign to quiet the crowds; 
and grant-writing continues in 
search of funds to fill those 
shelves with books to thrill even 
the youngest cardholders. 

As for Reading's love affair 
with reading, you can explain it 
by the new library building, you 
can explain it by the thrust of 
continuously innovative 
programs. Or maybe, you don't 
need to explain it at all. Maybe 
it’s inherent in the name of the 
town.

James Karen and Thom Mat- 
thews. But here they are, risen 
once again from obscurity to 
lead this cast of unknowns onto 
even greater anonymity.

WATCHERS 

Set sailon MV Voyager, the 
New England Aquarium’s 77- 
foot vessel, for an eight-hour 
Winter Seabird Watching Ex- 
cursion on Saturday, February 
20th.
